civllizati n, and especially to the heroic sacrifices ot t eir
gall nt army in the field, that no means consistent wiih
proper Beli-reFpec- t, aud the approved usages of nations,
should bi omited by the Confederate States to enlighten
the public opiaiou of the worid with regard to the true
